NOW AROUT that telegraph Item 


in yesterday's paper where It 


says u pretty British actress is go- 
ing to play the role of Lady Godiva 
In her famous ride every year at 
Coventry, England, on June 23 — 


I've news for you. 
That original ride of Lady Godiva 


never came off. 


Sure, there was a real person by 


the name of Lady Godiva. But she 
never rode naked down the strcls 
of Coventry in the year 1043—be- 
cause in the year 1043 there wasn't 
any town of Coventry. 


The encyclopedia tells me there 


• was only a convent named Coven- 


try. The building had been burned 
by an invader back in 1016, and 
Lady Godiva, a countess of great 
wealth, stripped herself of much of 
her money — but none 
of 
her 


clothes—in order to rebuild it. 


Now the classic story of Lady Go- 


diva wasn't dreamed up until 1154, 
a century later. You know how the 
story goes — 


Special tolls had been slapped on 


the citizens ot Coventry, and Lady 
Godiva in the nude rode a white 
horse down the street as a protest 
to win relief for fellow townsmen. 


Her fellow townsmen, being gen- 


tlemen, swore that no one would 
look. But one in the crowd was no 
gentleman — and that's how come 
we have the term "Peeping Tom" 
(this garnishment wasn't added to 
the original story until 300 years 
after the supposed dale of the ride).
